“No Man in Public Office Owes the Public Any- 
thing,” Wrote the McKinley Manager to 
David Watson of Ohio. 


HE WANTED A BIG LAWSUIT DISMISSED. 


Standard Oil Was Interested and Bulldozing Methods Were 
Used to Make Watson False to His Trust. 


But the Honest Man Resisted Firmly, Refused a Lawyer's 
Bribe, Stood Up for McKinley and Is Now 
Out in the Cold.

COLUMBUS, O., Aug. 11.—“No man in 
public office owes the public anything.” 

Marcus Alonzo Hanna on Nov. 21, 1899, 
wrote that sentiment in a letter to David 
Watson, who at that time was Attorney- 
General of Ohio, and a Republican politi- 
clan who has since eerved creditably in 
Congress. Hanna has since become a pub- 
lic man, and the quoted expression is a 
clear index into his real character. 

The letter was a bulldozing attempt to 
prevent Watson from suing to annul the 
charter of the Standard Oil Co. Its publi- 
cation has created a big sensation, as it 

‘has brought out the additional confession 
that a New York lawyer came here, so it 
is alleged, with $100,000 in cash to bribe 
Watson. 

Neither the bulldozer nor the briber was 
successful. 

Watson was then the friend of President 
McKinley. He was promised great things 
1» MeKinley and worked loyally for him. 
die is etill waiting. 


He has been turned down by Hanna and 
the Standard Oil Co. The President thus 
acknowledges his debt to the bulldozers 
and the bribe-givers; the Republican Ad- 
ministration is revealed In its true colors. 
@ne result of this duplicity and cowardice 
has been the arraying of Watson’s friends 
against Hanna. They may support him, 
but his defeat would give them great joy. 
The story of the affair reveals a remark- 
able state of official depravity. 


When the suit was pend'ng Watson went 
to New York. In the Gilsey House an old 
friend now living there called, saying he 
had been asked to talk over the matter and 
6ee if the suit could not be diemissed. 

“Let me explain to you, Watson, that this 
Standard Oj! Co. has nearly as much power 
as the Government of the United States. 
It has more money than many of the small- 
er governments of the earth.” 

Watson was not tempted, and he Informed 
his friend that “nothing could be done to 
stop the progress of the action.” 

A few months later, while the suit was 
6till pending, Watson was again in 
York. Hie met his railroad friend again 
and was asked: 

“Well, 
lately?”

A gay party of eleven young people start- 
ed in a wagon from near Sturgeon at 2 
o'clock yesterday morning for Rocheport to 
attend a camp-meeting in progress at that 
Place. Several of the young men in the 
Party carried pistols and were playfully 
Nourishing them to intimidate the girls. 
They had nearly reached Rocheport and 
day was breaking. 

Suddenly there was a flash and a loud re. 
port, Miss Riggs flung her hands to her 
breast and shrieked. Miss MecAlaster also 
uttered a piercing scream, for she held a 
emoking revolver in her hand. She had 
borrowed it from one of the boys and while 
playfully pointing it at her friend the 
Weapon Was discharged. Miss Riggs was 
#hot through the stomach. In two hours 
rhe died, Surrounded by her grief-crazed 
party of friends.

The lawyer had called informally, put 
down a valise with an apology about “stop- 
ping Over between trains,” had 
about wealth and politics and then 
about the Standard Oil suit. 

Watson was asked if “anything could be 
done,”’ and he answered. “No.” 

The visitor seemed regretful, changed the 
subject, and, picking up his valise, went 
out, 

At that time Charles Foster was interested 
with the Standard Oil Co. in the 
western oll and gas fields. He was also in- 
terested in the affairs of this nation. as Sec- 
retary of the Treasury in the Cabinet of 
President Harrison. 

Foster undertook to have Watson with- 
draw the suit, but did it wisely and dip- 
lomatically. His plan was to give Watson 
a place abroad. 

In this way it was supposed Watson could 
be got out of office before the suit was 
brought to trial, and the Standard could ar- 
range with his successor to with iraw the 
case. He refused to resign the office. 

At the request of McKinley, in 1894 Wat. 
s0n made the race for Congress in the 
Columbus district and was elected, al- 
though it was considered reliably Demo- 
cratic.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 11.—Wm, R. 
Day, First Assistant Secretary of State, will 
return here immediately and assume per- 
sonal supervision over the department of 
which he has been for some time the prac- 
tical head. He will sacrifice h!s vacation at 
the request of President McKinley 

The chaotic condition of affairs in the De- 
partment of State has reached such ser'ous 
proportions as to cause grave apprehensions 
to the Administration. 

While Judge Day was away Secretary 
Sherman, unexpectedly and greatly to the 
perturbation of his returned to 
this city at the expiration of a fortnight, 
and sa‘d that he would take no additional 
vVacat'on during the summer.

These utterances were patriotic, but in 
diplomatic circles were declared to be high- 
ly indiscreet. 

When these publications had attracted the 
attention of all Christendom and provoked 
much bitter criticism from the foreign 
press, Mr. Sherman gave a sweeping denial] 
and characterized the interv.ews, without 
exception, as manufactured. 

Now comes the request for the speedy re- 
turn of Day, who will try to prevent the 
giving of further affront to foreign na- 
tions. 

Every possible precaution has been taken 
of late to keep Secretary Sherman from ob- 
taining intelligence, the publication of which 
might prove detrimental to the Govern- 
ment and department. 

Instructions have been given that al! 
cablegrams and messages addressed ‘‘Sher- 
man” shall be delivered to W. H. Michael, 
chief clerk, instead of being sent to Sher- 
man's residence. 

Senator Sherman has had sensational {n- 
terviews with the Portuguese, Spanish and 
Nicaraguan Ministers. 

His lack of discretion has become more 
noticeable, even than his forgetfulness, 
though the latter is pitiable indeed. 


When informed of the death of Premier 
Canovas he inquired as to his identity and 
position; when asked what action Was being 
taken regarding the protes:i of the Nicara- 
guan Government against the acceplance of 
Capt. Merry, he said that he had never be- 
fore heard of Capt. Merry.

Notice was ferved on him Wednesday 
afternoon by Vicar-General Muehlsiepen, 
acting administrator of the diocese. 

Word was sent to Fr. Tuohy to appear 
Wednesday afternoon at 2 o'clock at the 
Vicar General’s residence and hear the 
sentence of the Investigating Committee. 

The Vicar General signed this communi- 
cation as judge delegate, aithough while 
the body was in session, its unofficial 
character was strongly advertised. 

In the body of the communication the 
judge delegate referred Fr. Tuohy to a 
passage in the decree of the Third Plenary 
Council of Baltimore—the church law of the 
diocese—warning priests against giving pub- 
licity to ecclesiastical affairs. 

It was an intimation to the priest to take 
his medicine and keep quiet. 

News of the removal comes as a general 
surprise, 

It was thought when Archbfshop Kain 
sailed for Europe without pronouncing sen- 
tence that Fr. Tuohy had won his case be- 
fore the Investigating Committee and that 
the matter would be let drop. 

Once the Archbishop left the diocese the 
canonists reckoned that he could not com- 
pass the removal during his absence, ae, he 
has no jurisdiction beyond the confines of 
his see.

At 6:30 forty men had responded to the 
imperative summons, Preparations were in 
progress to start for Wilderman when word 
came that the train had been released and 
the posse was not needed. 

Sheriff Rhein told the men they were not 
needed, but warned them that he would 
probably need them later, 

The summoning of the posse was the cll- 
max of a night of excitement. 

About 300 strikers met in the West End at 
dusk Tuesday night and marched out to- 
ward Walnut Hill Cemetery.

Unlicensed Riders Are Giving 
the Police More Exercise 
Than They Like. 


ADD TO THE TOWN’S GAYETY. 


License Commissioner Kalbfell 
Forcing the Delinquents to _

ONE PREACHER WAS ARRESTED. 


Rev. Sniff Tells How He Was 
Taken to the Calaboose 
and Finally Got His 
Liberty. 


It is a merry, merry war between the un- 
licensed bicycle riders and the police. The 
latter are under orders to arrest all piders 
of unlicensed wheels and present them in 
the police court. 

In this way Commissioner Kalbfell. hop 
to eollect about $12,000 on 12,000 unlfo® 
wheels in St. Louts. 

Neariy half a hundred arreste were mado 
Tuesday night, most of them in the western 
portion of the city. . 

It may be a merry war, but the policemen 
are not having a merry time carryirmg out 
thelr orders. Those who do the laughing 
are the people on the street corners who 
witness the discomfiture of the coppers. 

The average policeman is great on digni- 
ty. He gets his dignity with his star and 
club. If anything cute him fo the quick 
it is to have his dignity hurt. And the dig- 
nity of every policeman put out to catch 
unlicensed bicycles was hurt many times 
Tuesday afternoon and evening. 

There were many amusing scenes enacted 
Wednesday morning. Not satisfied with 
their work Tuesday police were again sta- 
tioned at the street intersections in the 
West End Wednesday morning. They were 
there early to catch the riders bound for 
their places of business. 

At some of the intersections small crowds 
gathered, and every time a bicyclist out- 
witted or slipped away from the policeman 
the crowd enjoyed it. 

One of the buajest corners was Jefferson 
avenue and Locust street. The policeman 
stationed there had a large contract on his 
hands. 

Three bicyclists, came along, riding 
abreast, north on Jefferson avenue. They 


intended to turn into Locust, and the officer 
got to the middle of the crossing to intercept 
them. They saw h and evidently knew 
his purpose. Instea@ of turning tn Locust 
they put a little strength into thelr legs, 
scorched over to the west side of the avenue 
and raced north. 

The policeman rapped on the street paving 
with his club and called on the bicyclists 
to come back. They humped uwuheir backs 
and were soon out of sight. 

One rider turned from the avenue into 
Locust street. He wore golf hose and a 
cycling sult. Just as the policeman reached 
out to grasp the wheelman’s shoulder the 
bicyclist spurted and was ten feet away. 
The wheelman made a complete circie 
around the officer and sprinted west on Lo- 
cust street. As he rode off he turned his 
head. He put his thumb to his nose and 
wiggled his fingers at the policeman. 

The crowd iooking on cheered = and 
laughed at the officer. But that wheelman 
had made him mad. It wasn't because of 
the escape, for so many of those had been 
made that the officer was accustomed to 
them. But that wheelman had put his 
thumb to his nose and wiggled his fingers. 

For the t'me the chase for delinquent b)i- 
cycle ridera was given up. The policeman 
wanted revenge. He went to the telephone 
box and called up a policeman further out 
the street. He gave his brother officer a 
description of the rider and begged him 
to arrest him. 

He had the satisfaction later of learning 
that the rider who wiggled his fingers had 
been caught. 

One old trick was worked by many riders 
on every policeman engaged in. the work, 
and the officer at Jefferson avenue and L»o- 
cust street never tumbled to it until a dozen 
men had tried dt on him. 

As the riders came down the "street the 
cop would get out to stop them. The rider 
pelnbel behind and told him the tag waa 
under the seat. The @oliceman permitted 
these men to pass in order to get a rear 
view of them. They had no tags, But had 
passed him and were out of reach. 

Many riders claimed that they had taken 
out Heenses, but had neglected to put the 
tags on thelr wheels, Three of the wheel- 
men claimed to have left their tags at home 
and they were paroled by the officer. They 
turned beck. got their tags and returning 
showed them to the officer

furnishing just as much fun to the crowd 
as the people were getting at Jefferson and 
Locust hey made about twenty-five ar- 
rests Tuesday night and as many more 
Wednesday morning.

He made a 
short address from a box on the street in 
which he berated the Coffeen village offi- 
clals and puffed Gen. Bradley a little. so 
far as Known there are no bodies of strik- 
ers marching on Coffeen from anywhere, al- 
though new men straggle into camp now 
and then, while others depart. 

The people here are not impressed with 
Bradley as a leader and are satisfied there 
is no danger of his leading any mob into 
Coffeen. If there is trouble it will be 
brought on by an act of some hot-headed 
individual among the strikers and it is not 
thought there is much danger of trouble at 
present. The Sheriff and deputies are stil] 
~ guard and the mine is running as usual 
O-Gay. 

Gen, Bradley is refused admittance tnto 
the corporation, as is likewise his followers. 
Two of the strikers came in this morning

BROKEN CONTRACT CHARGED. 


Charles Parsons Asks Judgment 


for $4,500 Against an 
Eastern Company. 
Holders of life insurance policies. will 


watch with interest the suit brought by 
Charles Parsons, president of the State 
Bank of St. Louts, against the Massachu- 
setts Benefit Association. 

Mr. Parsons asks judgment against 
company for $4,500, the. amount paid as 
premiums on a $10,000 policy. He alleges a 
breach of contract. 

Mr. Parsons took out a policy in. the 
Western Union Mutual Life and Accident 
Society on June 12, 1883. He paid $85.32 as 
an advance premium and was to pay $20 on 
upon to do so. His contract with the com- 
pany’s expenses. In addition he was to pay 
$25.32 whenever a member died, if called 
upon to do so. His contract writ the com- 
pany set forth that when a member died 
he was to be notified by mall of the name, 
residence and cause of death of the de- 
ceased and the names of witnesses and that 
the assessment should be payable thirty 
days after the notification. When the con- 
tingent fund contained a stipulated amount 
equal to $60.64 to each member no asseé6s- 


ment for death benefits was to be levied. 

On March 24, 1891, the Western Union 
Life and Accident Society was absorbed by 
the Massachusetts Benefit Association, 
which, according to Mr. Parsons’ petition, 
agreed to carry out all the provisions of his 
policy. 

On January 1, 1897, the Massachusetts 
Benefit Association called on Mr. Parsons 
for $322.9, which it said was due for sixty 
death assessments. Mr. Parsons says the 
company did not furnish him the names of 
the deceased. members on whose account 
he Was assessed.

rate stipulated in his policy, but that it was | 


based on his age at the time of his as- 
sessment. He was 73 years old at the time 
and the company was attempting to as- 
sess h.m to pay benefits due on the pokcies 
of members of that age.

Under Obligations to Hunting- 
ton and Refuses to Obey the 
Instructions of Congress.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 11.—Califor- 
nians here in Washington are greatly 
worked up over the continued refusal of 
Secretary Alger to carry out the instruc- 
tions of Congress in the construction of 
the deep water harbor at San Pedro. 

Congress has appropriated $2,900,000 with 
explicit instructions to expend the money 
in accordance with the report of the com- 
mission which recommended the work at 
San Pedro. 

Senator White of California, who has 
been working in conjunction with inter- 
ested capitalists of St. Louis to secure an 
order from the Secretary of War for the 
work to begin, writes his friends that 
feeling on the coast is bitter against Secre- 
tary Alger and that as soon as Congress 
convenes again he will call the question 
up. It promises to become an Administra- 
tion scandal. 

It is charged that Secretary Alger owns 


great redwood forests in California, and 
that the Southern Pacific gives him most 
favorable rates. In return he fs standing 
by Collis P. Huntington, whose interests at 
Santa Monica are antagonistic to San 
Pedro: 

As St. Louls capitalists have fully $5,000,- 
000 invested at San Pedro the matter is of 
vast importance to them. 

Col. R. C. Kerens has been working four 
months to induce the Secretary of War to 
carry out the instructions of Congress, but 
thus far he has failed to accomplish any- 
thing.

The police returned to their beats, but 
Sheriff Rhein and his deputies remained on 
the tracks until nearly daylight, when the 
strikers, seeing that no attempt would be 
made to move the train in the darkness, 
dispersed. 


When the first train reached Wilderman 
Station, after stopping to let the officers 
off, it was moving slowly. Fifty men who 
had left Belleville during the day were ly- 
ing in wait there.

The train was stopped. The men refused 
to get off. The cars were side-tracked and 
the conductor went to Freeburg on the en- 
gine. He reported the situation to Train 
Dispatcher J. J. Gaven. at Pinckneyville 
and received instructiong not to move the 
train, and to call upon the Sheriff for as- 
sistance. Agent Heidinger was notified and 
he called on the Sheriff. 

The second train pulled out of Belleville 
at 5 o’clock Wednesday morning. It car- 
ried the news to Wilderman that the sheriff 
was coming with a posse. Rather than 
have trouble the men released the train held 
at Wilderman and it, too, proceeded, 

This fact was telegraphed from Freeburg 
and the posse was dismissed.

While 
the officials will not talk. it is learned that 
detachments of Cuban cavalry have been 
pouring into Matanzas from Santa Clara 
rrovince, and, according to some reports, 
Maj.-Gen. Francisco Carrillo, comman er of 
the Fourth army corps, and Brigadier-Gen- 
erals Rego and Monteaguedo are among the 
leaders of the invading forces. A concentra- 
tion upon the Santa Clara border of all the 
insurgent forces in Matanzas was ordered 
some days ago by Gen. Avelino Rosas, the 
insurgent commander of the province.

August, Septem- 
ber and December wheat ran close together, 
a very unusual incident, since the Decem- 
ber grade should have been at least 5 cents 
higher to cover storage.

At the meeting of the American Assocl- 
ation for the Advancement of Science at 
Detroit, Prof. Richard T. Colburn called 
attention to a work that Science can per- 
form which is more important than any 
work it has hitherto accomplished. That 
work is to make civilization symmetrical 
and orderly; to do away with the defects 
and shortcomings that are chiefly due 
to the “overlapping of the childhood of 
the world upon its adult stages.”’ 

While scientists have expended their 
life forces examining the nerves and an- 
tennae of useless insects, of attempting 
to weigh the stars, human misery has 
been increasing, and they have given no 
heed to it. Invention and industrial de- 
velopment have given rise to problems 
that demand the best intellect of the age 
for their solution, and the scientists have 
been silent. 

How to make civilization symmetrical; 
to rearrange the chief factors of modern 
life so as to make life worth living—that 
is them ost important work for Science. 
Will it accomplish that work?

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SCARCITY OF CATTLE 


One Reason Assigned for the Ad- 
vance in Dressed Beef. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 11.—A recent report 
from Kansas City announced that the pack- 
ers of that place had advanced the price of 
dressed beef 1 cent a pound and of bacon ligc 


| per pound to their customers, and that the 


dealers threatened to make plans to butcher 


their own meats in future. The rise is at 
tributed to a new attempt at forming a beef 
trust. A reporter who visited the local rep- 
resentatives of the big Western packing- 
houses got no confirmation of the report. 
The actual fact is that a higher price for 
beef is being obtained than a year ago, and 
this seems to be due to the scarcity of cat- 
tle. The fact that the prominent packing- 
houses are all represented in the Manhattan 
market as competitors does not indicate a 
meat trust At the office of the Armour Can- 
ning Co., no news of the rumored deal had 
been heard. It was stated, however, that 
certain meats had been steadily rising for 
the last two or three months. During that 
time beef hams (hams cut round from the 
steer and smoked and cured) has risen from 
$18 to $20 to maximum price of $27. This was 
attributed entirely to a shortage in supply 
and no sudden forcing up of prices had been 
noticed. The manager of Nelson Morris & 
o. declared: “I can say positively that 
there is no combination among Western 
packers, nor has there been and very sudden 
advance in the price of meats. These rise 
and fall by market fluctuations as do all 
other commodities. That is all there is in it.

Post-Dispatch. 

The other bill was Mr. Weeke’s measure, 
the same that was killed by being filed sev- 
eral months ago. 

In the Council there is an overwhelming 
sentiment in favor of such an ordinance as 
Mr. Judy offered, and there is no doubt or 
question about its final passage into a law. 


In the Council every member favors such 
a law. In the House of Delegates four or 
five members are non-committal. But they 
are expected to vote for the ordinancé. 

The two bills read Tuesday night are sim- 
jlar in all but two of their provisions—speed 
and penalty for violations. 

The Post-Dispatch bill Nmits the speed of 
bicycles to.eight miles an hour. This is in 
conformity with the general vehicle ordi- 
nance, which provides that vehicles shall 
not be driven at a epeed exceeding eight 
miles an hour, Mr, Weeke’s limit is ten 
miles an hour. 

Mr. Judy provides for fines of from $16 |to 
$50; Mr. Weeke from $25 to $100. 

After the Post-Dispatch bill had been 
passed to final reading many of the dele- 
gates said such a bill was an absolute neces- 
sity. 

Recent accidents have demonstrated the 
need of the law. In every case a collision 
between riders at night is due to the fact 
that neither wheel carried a light.

LETTER BOXES ON STREET CARS 


An Experiment Now Being Tried by 
Postal Authorities at Des Mcines. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—The Post-dffice 
Department has received a report from Des 
Moines, Io., where an experiment is being 
tried of having street letter boxes attached 
to all the street cars of the city, and a large 
share of the mall collection of the city 
taken up by them. The cars in Des Moines 
all run past the Post-office. They stop at 
all places to receive a letter Sr other mail 
matter, and as they come by the Post-office 
a carrier takes the mati from the boxes. 
During the month of July there were col- 
lected by this means in Des ‘Moines 29,237 
letters, 6,069 cards and 441 pieces of second, 
third and fourth-class mail matter. It 
shows an increase of 1,300 pieces over June, 
and the Postmaster is of the opinion that 
owing to many cars run being open and no 
hoxes attached there was not so much col- 
lected by this means as there would have 
been if the cars were closed.

Mr. Aull refused to divulge his plans, but 
one of the gentlemen very close to him said: 
“The Fair Association has a card to pay 
which may surprise the pool-room folks. 
have it on the best of authority that their 
attorneys are now preparing the case for 
the Supreme Court and that as soon as it 
reaches that tribunal they will ask for its 
advancement on the docket. I am told 
strong pesasure will be brought to bear to 
bring about a speedy hearing on the appeal 
from the recent decision of Judge David 
Murphy. It will be shown that the opening 
of the pool-rooms in St. Louls will not only 
destroy the Fair Grounds property, but 
that it will ruin the breeders of thorough- 
breds in this State.

DANGERS. OF ALASKA 


Alarm Caused by the Large 
Number of People at Dyea 
and on the Trail. 


MINERS LOOK FOR FAMINE. 


Thousands, Flocking to the Mines 
Without Sufficient Food for 
the Long Winter Ahead. 


DYEA, Alaska, Aug. 4, via Seattle, Wyo., 
Aug. 11.—The British steamers Islander and 
Gees have arrived with about 500 prospect- 
ors, which increases the number on the 
Dyea and Skaguay trails to fully 1,500. La- 
ter reports have come in to the effect that 
the Skaguay route is open to the lakes and 
that it is about forty-five miles long. It is 
a zig-zag course over the mountains and the 
road is very soft. There are 200 or 300 head 
of horses in 
tramp the road In a deplorable condition. 

The probability of one man tn ten reaching 
the Klondike is remote. Old Alaska pros- 
pectors, some of whom have wintered in 
the Yukon and know what to expect, are 
becoming frightened and turning back. Not 
that they’ fear the hardships, but that they 
are apprehensive of famine on account of 
so many men rushing headlong to the mines 
without enough provisions to last them two 
months. 

The best evidence that those upon the 
ground regard the situation with more or 
less alarm is the fact that many are paying 
2 cents per pound to have freight packed 
across Dyea pass. This is an increase of 3 
cents per pound since the sailing of the 
Alki, at which time 16 and 17 cents were 
charged. Twenty cents is the regular rate 
over the Dyea or Chilcoot pass route. 

This increase and exorbitant charge is due 
to a searcity of horses. Without pack ani- 
mals of some description it appears to be 
next to impossible at this season to get 
freights and outfits across the divide. 


BLISS ISSUES WARNING. 


Calls Attention to the Dangers of the 
Arctic Winter. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 11.—Secretary 
Bliss has issued the following warning to 


the general public: 
TO WHOM IT MAY CONCERN. 

In view of information received at this 
Department that 2,000 persons with 2,000 
tons of baggage and freight are now 
waiting at the entrance to White Pass, 
in Alaska, for an opportunity to cross 
the mountains to the Yukon River, and 
that many more are preparing to join 
them, I deem it proper to call the atten- 
tion of all who contemplate making that 
trip to the exposure, privation, suffer- 
ing and danger incident thereto at this 
advanced period of the season, even if 
they should succeed in crossing the 
mountains. To reach Dawson City, when 
over the Pass, 700 miles of difficult navi- 
gation of the Yukon River, without 
adequate means of transportation, will 
still be before them, and it is doubtful 
if the journey can be completed before 
the river is closed by ice. 

I am moved to draw public notice to 
these conditions by the gravity of the 
possible consequences to people detained 
in the mountainous wilderness during 
five or six months of an Arctic winter, 
where no relief can reach them, how- 
ever, great the need. Cc. N. BLISS,

The Houge May Be Reorganized 
If Speaker Lloyd Persists 
in Trying to Enforce 
the Mavor’s Wishes. 


The threatened revolt in the House of Del- 
egates against the dictation of Mayor 
Ziegenhein on legislation pertaining to pub- 
lic improvements came at Tuesday even- 
ing’s session. 

The Mayor had “read the mot act’’ to 
members for defeating a number of street 
improvement bilis at a former meeting and 
ordered his supporters, under the deader- 
ship of Speaker Lloyd, Mr. Coudrey and Mr. 
Hartman, to have the bills reconsidered and 
passed. 

The motion to reconsider the street bills 
was promptly opposed by Bersch, Lehman, 
Madera and others. The fight was sharp 
and bitter. All the delegates were in their 
seats and the administration lost. 

Those who were unwilling to bend to the 
party lash talked plainly. Mr. Bersch said 
he was sent to the Assembly to represent 
the people and not the Mayor or Board of 


the House special and sectional legislation 
—in short, that all the publ.c money shouid 
be spent in the West End. He thought the 
remainder of the town was entitied to re- 
ceive some of the benefits‘for their taxes, 
and he wanted it distinctly understood that 
when it came to lay.ng the administration 
lash on his back for pet measures, he 
would resent it by his vote and when the 
t.me case his peopie would resent it with 
their votes. 

Mr. Lehman said he had always been an 
administration Man because he ,.was a ioyal 
pariy man, but he did not mean for the 
administration to take it for granted it 
could drive him. He was in favor of pub- 
lic improvements for the whole city, and 
not for any particular section, and If the 
Mayor wished to carry out his ante-election 
promises he would do well to stand with 
him on that broad platform. 

Mr. Madera grew eloquently vindictive in 
resenting the ‘‘coercion of the adm/inistra- 
tion.”” He warned the administration and 
its champions that it ‘‘could not pop any 
whip over his back,” and make him do 
what he knew was neither fair nor just to 
the people he represented. He declared that 
four-fifths of the money for street improve- 
ments for the last ten years had been spent 
in the West End, and it was time to call 
& halt. 

Hartman, Robertson and Coudrey stood 
up for the administration. 

The four Democratic delegates stand with 
the administration for public improvements. 

One result of the bitter fight of last night 
is a rumor that the House will be reor- 
ganized and Speaker Lioyd relegated to the 
floor. 

If the revolution takes place it Is likely 
that neither Judy or Lehman will be the 
new Speaker. 

The Bersch, or anti-administration, fac- 
tion claims fifteen out oT the twenty-eight 
votes. The administration ‘counts on the 
four Democrats. 

As things stand, the Bersch faction ![n- 
cludes Bersch, Decker, Gutke, Helms, Hirth, 
Judy, King, Lehman, Madera, Willmore 
Schaefer, Schumacher, Wander, Willmore 
and Wittenberg. Total, 15. 

The administrationists are Speaker Lloyd, 
Members Coudrey, Debrodt, Hartman, 
Pauley, Ritter, Schuler, Watson and Weeke. 
Total, 9. 

The House decided last night that it did 
not wish to investigate the office of City 
Register Besch, and the committee ap- 
pointed for that purpose at a former meet- 
ing was discharged. 

The bill to confine disreputable houses to 
the district bounded by Chouteau avenue 
and Elm street and Third street and the 
river received only two votes. 


Mayor Ziegenhein was indignant Wednes- 
day at the manner in which the House of 
Delegates gave his administration a black 
eye Tuesday evening on the question of 
public improvements. 

He intimated strongly that several of the 
Delegates had acted in bad faith with him, 
and that while he did not welcome the issue 
forced on him he would make the recalci- 
trant delegates tired of the fight. 

“The charge that the proposed improve- 
nents are sectional,’ said the Mayor, “‘‘is 
absolutely untrue. My platform takes in 
the whole city, and I hold that when the 
people say they are willing to pay for im- 
provements and the Assembly refuses to 
vote the city’s pro rata it is false to the 
public interest. 

“It is all bosh to talk about the North 
and South End being neglected at the ex- 


South St. Louis are better than those in 
West St. Louls and the effort to stir up sec- 
tional lines in the House is unworthy of the 
man who do@s it. 

‘T have sa!d that this city shall have pub- 
lic improvements, and it is going to have 
them.’ 

“If the Assembly will not pass the bills 
what are you going to do about it?’ was 
asked. 

“Do! angrily replied the Mayor. “] will 
show them what I! will do. I will find a 
way to carry out my policy and I defy op- 
position to ‘t.” 

President McMath was asked what he had 
to say to the charge of Delegates that the 
Board only sent down ordinances for the 
wealthy in the West End. 

“Any man who charges that the Board of 
Public Improvements is sectional or partial 
in thia matter simply lies,’’ said the Presi- 
dent. ‘‘There has never been a petition be- 
.fore the Board ask'ng for street improve- 
ments signed by W per cent of the property 
owners that was not promptly passed by 
the Board. Really, I do not think the 
Board has any right to refuse such a pe- 
tition.”

Assistant City Attorney Refused 
to Prosecute Men Arrested 
at a Picnic. 


DETECTIVES WERE DISGUSTED. 


End of the Raid on Gamesters 
at the Bavarian Society’s 
Merry-Making.

Fred A. Loomis, William Schilling and 
Hénry L. Schumerhorn, arrested Sunday by 
Detectives Kelly and Hatton, were to ap- 
pear in Judge Zimmerman’s Police Court 
Wednesday morning. 

Detectives Kelly and Hatton were on hand 
to prosecute the cases. The officers said 
they had a clear case of gambling against 
the defendants. Hatton had risked a quar. 
ter and won $2. Both saw money passed 
back and forth and bets paid as upon any 
small gambling venture. 

But the arrest of the gamblers displeased 
Mayor Ziegenhein. 

Assistant City Attorney Burgess had it In 
his mind from the start that the Ziegenhein 
side was the one to stand by. When the 
cases were called Burgess said: 

“If the court please, after a careful in- 
vestigation and examining all the evidence, 


I have decided to enter a nolle prosequi in 
these cases.’’ 

Burgess’ action was a surprise to both 
Kelly and Hatton. They were very much 
disgusted. 

‘You can say for us,’’ said they, “that we 
have not been party to the proceeding that 
has been taken in this case, we were ready 
to go ahead and had our case made.”’ 

The president of the Bavarian Society 
was on hand to plead the case of the 
gamblers and felt gratified at his success in 
fixing the case. 

Burgess was asked after court adjourned 
by what process of reasoning he arrived at 
his conclusions. He said: 

“Tf the officers had given the matter a 
second thought they never would have 
made the arrest. The whole proceeding was 
a mistake. Why. even Commissioner Steu- 
ver did not want them arrested. He did not 
say so, of course, but it was plain from his 
' conduct that he d‘d not want anything done. 
| It was a charitable affair and alla mistake, 
| so I thought the best thing to do was to 
drop it.’’ 

This ends the celebrated Concordia Park 
case in which Mayor Ziegenhein for the 
time deposed Chief Harrigan and took com- 
mand of’the police force in person.

Detective Guion Makes an Ar- 
rest After a Lively Fight.

Frank Bresnahan, a younger brother of 
Mike Bresnahan, the slayer of Carl Lohr- 
man, was arrested Tuesday afternoon at 
his sister’s home, 2208 Madison street, Dy 
Detective Guion, after a flerce fight, in 
which the criminal almost overcame the 
officer. 

Bresnahan is only 17 years old, but he has 
had a sufficient experience with the police 
to make him chary of the sight of an of- 
ficer and slippery enough to cause them 
much trouble. 

He and Harry Horracks were sent to the 
Boonville Reform School nearly two years 
ago for holding up Alex Wurster, manager 
of the Germania Theater, and robbing him 
of a gold watch. .He escaped from that in- 
stitut.on a short time ago, the poiice claim, 
but Bresnahan says he was paroled. 

He was arrested with his brother on Mon- 
day on suspicion of being implicated in the 
cutting of Lohrman. The police communi- 
cated with the Boonvlile authorities, but 
received no reply up to noon Tuesdav. er4 
the prisoner was released. Shortly after- 
ward Chief Desmond received word to hold 
Bresnahan until an officer could be sent 
for him, and Detective Guion was sent out 
to rearrest him. 

Guion found the youth tin the front yard 
on Madison street. Bresnahan ran into the 
fhouse and locked the door. Gulon broke 
apen the door and as he entered the tricky 
youth gave “him the foot’ and tripped 
him to the floor. Gulon grabbed his man 
in falling and both rolled over on the floor. 
A lively struggle ensued, during which 
Bresnahan attempted to reach the detec- 
tive’s gun. ' 

The men rolled out of the room, across a 
smal! porch and down a short flight of steps 
to the yard, where Bresnahan broke away 
from the officer’s grasp and started to run, 
Guion drew his revolver and threatened to 
shoot him if he did not halt. The thief then 
submitted to arrest. 

Guion’s left little finger was severely 
sprained. 

Bresnahan will be kept in the Four Courts 
calaboose until an officer arrives from Boon- 
ville Wednesday night.

THE. USE OF COCAINE

Starkloff Proposes to 
Have Passed. 


WOMEN WHO ARE “FIENDS.” 


Druggists and Physicians Dis- 
cuss the Use of the Drug 
in the “Bad Lands.” 


That more than one-half of the disreputa- 
ble women living on Chestnut street are vic- 
tims of the drug was brought to light by 
Health Commissioner Starkloff’s proposal to 
draft an ordinance restricting the sale of the 
poison. 

A tour-of the drug stores in the locality 
was made by a reporter. 

A druggist near the Union Station said 
that cocaine eating was mostly indulged in 
by the colored servants, men and women, 
in the disreputable houses, and that some of 
them used as much as 2% cents worth a day. 
That would be about 8 or 10 grains, enough 
to kill several persons not accustomed to the 
use of the drug. 

A clerk in the drug store at Jefferson 
avenue and Chestnut street said that every 
day women applied there for cocaine, but 
never got it except on a physician’s pre- 
scription. He said that many of the women

were being treated by doctors to overcome 
the habit, and from these doctors they re- | 
ce'ved many prescriptions, each contain.ng | 
enough cocaine to allay the patient's crav- 


ing. 

While under the influence of cocaine many 

women try to purchase more of the drug, 
there being a desire to eat more while under 
its influence. 
Dr. Edgar Thompson of 115 North Jeffer- 
eon avenue said he believed more than one- 
half of the women on Chestnut street were 
add'cted to the use of cocaine, while some | 
extreme cases used cocaine, morph'ne and 
chloral at the same time. He said there 
were few women in that district who did 
not have the scars-of hypodermic injections 
of morphine, while most of their eyes told 
of the excessive use of cocaine. He has 
had women patients beg him with tears in 
their eyes to give them cocaine to ease 
some pain and quiet their nerves. 

At many drug stores cocaine is sold as 
headache powders or perfumery are sold. 
All that is required is the price. But the 


doctor’s prescription and then keep a record 
of all sales.

POLICE ARE POOR HORSEMEN.

Difficulty Experienced in Get- 
ting the Wagons to the Sta- 
tion-House by the Officers. 


Thirty-eight drivers of huckster wagons, 
milk wagons and ice wagons were arrested 
in the Sixth Police District Tuesday after- 
noon by Captain Campbell's policemen. 
They were arrested because they had failed 
to have their measures and scales attested 
and approved in a year. Inapector of 
Weights and Measures Lyons requested 
Capt. Campbell to make the arrests and 
Tuesday all patrolmen were instructed to 
stop all hucksters, milk men and ice men 
and inspect the measures and scales and if 
they had not been stamped within the year 
to arrest them, 

The arrest of an ice Wagon its no small 
job as accomplished by two officers Tues- 
day. Besides that there Were lots of trying 
times for the blue coats. 

Patrolmen Reeves and O’Brien saw what 
they believed to be a contraband ice wagon 
at Sarah street and Easton avenue, and 
as they approached it the ice men drove 
off and refused to stop when ordered. 

After chasing the heavy wagon a dozen 
blocks through muddy streets and tangled 
alleys O’Brien caught the horses and 
stopped them. Then the two men on the 
wagon tried to get away and he and Reeves 
had a fight with them. The men refused to 
drive the wagon to the police station, so 
O’Brien, who never handled a rein in his 
life, mounted the seat, while Reeves guard- 
ed the two men in the wagon. 

O’Brien was in a hurry to get to the sta- 
tion and back again, so he whipped up the 
horses and tore down a half-dozen street 
signs and young trees, besides frightening 
an old lady almost into hysterics. 

Milk wagons in plenty were captured and 
people along Easton avenue saw policemen 
driving all sorts of vehicles. One police- 
man, in driving a milk wagon to the sta- 
tion scattered the lacteal fluid from Euclid 
avenue to Deer street and another police- 
man distributed empty milk cans from Fin- 
ney and Taylor avenues to the station. 

But more hucksters were captured than 
anyone else. There were twenty-three 
venders of vegetables who Sacrificed the 
use of their wagons for a day and lost all 
the produce on them when Captured. 

When taken to the station the offenders 
would be searched and registered and then 
locked up until some friend would bail 
them out. The wagons were driven across 
the street and hitched under a long shed 
and when no one was looking the small 
boy would “cabbage” & cantaloupe or a 
large watermelon. Everything except the 
turnips, carrots and such things as that 
was missing when the hucksters were re- 
leased. 

There is an ordinance that requires all 
persons peddling or selling goods from 
measures or scales to have the measures 
and scales inspected every six months. 
When inspected and approved as correct 
the measures and scales are stamped with 
the date when inspected. A fee of 20 cents 
is charged for such inspection. 

Inspector Lyons had been kept busy in 
yisiting the stores and has not had time to 
deal with the wagons which peddle goods, 
so he has asked the police to assist im. 

Capt. Campbell says his officers have in- 
structions to continue arresting all who 
have not the inspectors stamp on their

TEXAS FEVER TICKS, 


A Southern Shipper’s Scheme to 
Class His Cattle as Na- 
tive Animals, | 


INSECTS BETRAYED HIM. 


Stampede of Texas Steers at the 
National Stock Yards, 
Killing a Horse. 


There is no case of glanders at the Na- 
tional Stock Yards in East St. Louis. 

A rumor had prevailed and statements 
been published that glanders prevailed in 
the yards, but it seems these were un- 
founded. 

“One paper had {ft that the disease has 
reached the cattle over here,” said Supt. 
Jones to a Post-Dispatch reporter. “That

was the most remarkable statement I ever 
saw published. I never heard of glanders 
in cattle. It is entirely a horse disease and 
our horse department is perfectly healthy.” 
Dr. J. J. Brougham, the Government In- 


spector at the yards, said: 

“I suppose the rumor was based on tho 
fact that yesterday afternoon we quafran.- 
tined a number of cattle. 

“It was rather an unusual case, too. The 
yards had received a number of steers from 
Fulton, Ky., classed as natives because they 
were shipped north of the quarantine line, 
We found them to be Southern cattle, in- 
fected with Texas fever ticks. 

“Some unscrupulous person had driven 


the animals a long distance in order to cross 
the line. The object was to have them clas- 
sified as natives, which as stockere bring 
at least $1 a hundred more than the Texas 
grade. 

‘The scientific name for the Texas fever 
tick is ‘Boophilus Bovis." It is an oblong 


straight grooves on the front of its shell and 
three behind. It has no spine and its head 
springs directly from its body. This tick 
carries the germs of Texas fever, and this 
is why southern cattle are not permitted to 
be mixed with the natives. The native tick 
is harmiess, 

“Down at Fort Worth scientific exper!i- 
ments in dipping the Texas cattle to rid 
them of ticks is now going on. Once find 
some way of divesting these cattle of the 
fever-laden tick, they can be shipped north 
to pasture.” 

Another cause for the rumor of disease at 
the yards was a stampede of Texas steers 
late Tuesda afternoon. A bunch of ten, 
afflicted with lumpy-jaw, had been quaran- 
tinec. They broke away and killed a vaiu- 
able horse belonging to Charles Turner, the 
commission merchant. The cattle were shot 
by the yard men before the stampede couid 
be subdued.
